On March 18, 2010, the Commission adopted a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) 
proposing to amend our Part 97 rules governing the Amateur Radio Service to provide that, under certain 
limited conditions, amateur radio operators may transmit messages during emergency and disaster 
preparedness drills, regardless of whether the operators are employees of entities participating in the 
drill.' The NPRM seeks comment on the Commission’s tentative conclusions and proposed rule 
amendments.” The NPRM sets deadlines for filing comments and reply comments at 30 and 45 days after 
publication of the NPRM in the Federal Register. 


On April 22, 2010, a summary of the NPRM was published in the Federal Register.’ 
Accordingly, comments must be filed on or before May 24, 2010; and reply comments must be filed on 
or before June 7, 2010. Comment filing instructions are set forth in the NPRM. The NPRM is available 
at http://hraunfoss.fcc.gov/edocs_public/attachmatch/FCC-10-45A1.doc.
